DEVASTATED IN 


Arson suspected in 
fire at building last 
used as Old Toby pub

ARSONISTS are believed to have 
caused a massive blaze which devast- 
ated the historic former Skelmersdale 
Hall building which was last used as 
the Old Toby pub. 

The building on Ashurst Road, 
Skelmersdale, which dates back to 
1712, was severely damaged in the fire 
on the evening of Friday, March 4. 

Pictures from above the building 
showed a huge pillar of smoke and 
flames coming from the roof. 

A local heritage group have spoken of 
their sadness at the incident while a 
local councillor has demanded to know 
why the building was not secured, espe- 
cially as a small fire broke out at the site 
two weeks ago. 

Six fire engines from the area plus two 
from Greater Manchester and an aerial 
ladder platform from Preston, attended 
the fire at the Grade II listed building. A Lancashire Police spokesman said the fire is

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on social media: “I cannot understand why this 
building was not completely secured after a smaller 
fire broke out on the same site two weeks ago. 

“Around a half of all UK fires are arson. If buildings 
are left empty and accessible the likelihood is they 
will be vandalised or burned down. 
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The fire tore through the building. 


“I want to know what powers our council has to 
ensure this doesn’t keep happening? 

“I want to know from Historic England what can 
be done about this building. I hope it can be 
restored.” 

Skelmersdale Heritage Society wrote on social 
media: “As a group of volunteers that give up our 
time to help preserve Skelmersdale’s history, we are 
very unhappy that this has happened. 

“T will ask West Lancashire Council Heritage team 
about what precautions were taken to prevent 
something like this happening.” 

Last year the Champion reported on plans to build 
60 apartments for extra-care living accommodation 
at the site. 

In the application all existing buildings on the site 
are proposed to be demolished apart from the 
Grade II listed building Skelmersdale Hall. The 
application is still awaiting a decision.

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Waiting list at local 
hospital NHS Trust is 
now more than 11,000 


Bosses say they hope to 
see the numbers reduce 
over coming months as 
MP blames government

LATEST figures from the NHS 
show at the end of December 
2021, there were 11,575 people 
on the waiting list at Southport 
and Ormskirk Hospitals with 
136 people waiting for more 
than a year for an appointment. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie 
Cooper has said the Covid pan- 
demic, and a decade of “Tory 
mismanagement” means there 
were 4.4 million people on the 
NHS waiting list in England, a 
record high. 

The MP pointed out that nation- 
ally, the standard of 92% of people seen 
within 18 weeks of a referral has not 
been met since 2016. Now, one in every 
nine people in England are on the NHS 
waiting list. 

She said the NHS went into the latest 
wave of Covid infections, “with the 
longest waiting list ever, understaffed 
and overstretched.” 

The MP commented: “The Conservative 
Government published its elective care 
recovery plan for the NHS this week but 
failed to set out how it would address the 
workforce shortages the NHS is facing. 
The plan set the Government’s ambition 
as beginning to reduce waiting lists in 
2024.” 

She added: “Constituents in West Lan- 
cashire are being forced to wait months 
and months for treatment, often in pain

and discomfort. Now the Government is 
telling them that, despite hiking up their 
national insurance, they will continue 
waiting longer for years to come. 

“Tt is clear that the longer the Tories are 
in charge, the longer patients will wait. 

“Our local health care staff at Southport 
and Ormskirk worked heroically 
throughout the pandemic, but they have 
been stretched like never before. 

“The Government must give us the staff 
and support S&O needs to get patients 
the quality care they deserve, when they 
need it.” 

Wes Streeting MP, Shadow Secretary of 
State for Health and Social Care, added: 
“Record numbers of people are waiting 
for care and they are waiting longer than 
ever before, often in pain and distress. 

“After a decade of Tory mismanage- 


ment, the NHS went into the pandemic 
with record waiting lists and staff short- 
ages of 100,000. It’s not just that the 
Tories didn’t fix the roof when the sun 
was shining, they dismantled the roof 
and removed the floorboards.” 

Lesley Neary, Chief Operating Officer at 
Southport and Ormskirk Hospital - NHS 
Trust said: “Our patients have historically 
had some of the shortest waits for 
planned care of any hospital in England. 

“However, like most hospitals, waiting 
times have increased over the past two 
years because of the impact of the Covid- 
19 pandemic. 

“We are working hard to get patients 
seen as quickly as possible based on their 
clinical priority. We hope to see the num- 
ber of patients waiting for treatment 
reduce over the coming months.”

MPs call for hospitals 
to end contract with 
Russian firm Gazprom 


‘We must do all we can to 
uncouple our public services 
from any links to Russian 
owned companies or supplies’

RUSSIAN state-owned energy company 
Gazprom is being paid hundreds of thousands 
of pounds to supply gas to Southport and 
Ormskirk Hospital NHS Trust. 

The purchase of gas from Russia has led to calls 
from both Rosie Cooper, MP for West Lancs, and 
Damien Moore, Southport MP to call for the Trust 
to move to an alternative supplier in the wake of 
Russia’s invasion of Ukraine. 

The Secretary of State for Health and Social Care 
has asked all NHS organisations for an overview of 
any contracts held with Russian and Belarussian 
suppliers and to make plans to exit those contracts 
as soon as possible. It is has been reported in the 
financial year 2021/22, Southport and Ormskirk 
Hospital NHS Trust paid £207,477 to Gazprom, 
while Liverpool University Hospitals NHS Founda- 
tion Trust, which runs the Royal Liverpool, Aintree 
and Broadgreen hospitals, paid Gazprom 
£370,000 for the same period, 

MP Rosie Cooper commented: “The Trust have 
assured me that this purchase was made through 
the NHS framework and that they can move to an 
alternative supplier without any disruption. 

“We must do all we can to uncouple our public 
services from any links to Russian owned compan-

Most pupils in county 
get first choice school

MORE than 86% of pupils in Lancashire will be 
going to their first choice secondary school this 
September. 

A further 7% of pupils have received a place at 
their second preference, while 2% will attend their 
third preference school. 

A little over 4% have been allocated a place in a 
school outside of their top three. 

The numbers of those receiving preferred places is 
likely to rise as appeals are heard. 

Cllr Jayne Rear, Lancashire County Council’s cab- 
inet member for education and skills, said: 
“Applying for a school place and then the long wait 
to find out the result can be incredibly concerning 
for parents, and children. 


“School places are allocated fairly and objectively, 
and every application is considered using the 
agreed criteria for that school. 

“Tm happy to see that in Lancashire, the vast 
majority will be getting their first preference. More 
importantly, every pupil whose application was 
received on time has been allocated a secondary 
school place. 

“If you didn't get the place you were hoping for 
then please get in touch using the details in the offer 
letter. 

“There’s still some time to go until September and 
we expect to see some change to the allocation of 
school places between now and then.” 

Parents will receive details about who to contact 
for advice and information on school admissions 
and appeals in the offer letter or email they receive. 

Appeals are heard locally and those for Lancashire 
secondary schools will take place during the sum- 
mer term.

Baton relay begins 
as children gear up

THE countdown to the SPAR Lancashire School 
Games finals began last week with the celebratory 
start of a county-wide baton relay, which has now 
visited Tarleton. 

Beginning on Monday at Brereton Endowed CE 
Primary School, the baton was first handed over to 
children at an opening ceremony at Holy Trinity CE 
Primary School in Tarleton, before going on to parti- 
cipants at Tarleton Academy. 

The 2022 Games are the first to have an Olympic or 
Commonwealth Games style baton relay, and it will 
visit a total of 57 schools in the West Lancashire area. 

The metallic gold baton will then be passed on to 
schools in Chorley as it makes its way around the Red 
Rose County’s 12 districts ahead of the finale in Black- 
pool’s Stanley Park on Tuesday, July 5. 

The baton launch event provided the opportunity to 
reflect on the legacy the Games has had in West Lan- 
cashire, and inspirational success stories were shared. 

They include the journey of British pole vault athlete 
Harry Coppell who competed in the 2012 Lancashire 
School Games when he was a student at Up Holland 
High School. 

That year he won the National School Games Pole 
Vault Event in the London Olympic Stadium, and he 
added to his gold medal in 2013 by winning the World 
Youth Games Pole Vault. 

Harry said: “Having been inspired by the opportun- 
ities that the SPAR Lancashire School Games provided 
me, I was grateful to help the next generation of 
school children on their journey.” 

In 2019, Harry moved to Loughborough to train full 
time and his commitment paid off by him winning the

Men’s British Pole Vault Championships in 2019, 2020 
and 2021. He set a new British Record of 5.85m at the 
2020 Championships, an Olympic qualifying height, 
which led to his selection for the Olympic Games in 
Tokyo where he qualified for the final.

Display of hammer and 
sickle angered resident 
who saw it as provocative 
after invasion of Ukraine

AFLAG of the former Soviet Union has 
been taken down from one of the win- 
dows of a student halls of residence at 
Edge Hill University after concerns 
from residents that displaying it was 
“inappropriate” in the current circum- 
stances. 

Craig Johnston, from Ormskirk, con- 
tacted the Champion after spotting the 
hammer and sickle flag of the former 
USSR, hanging in the window of a 
building on St Helens Road, Ormskirk. 

He said: “You could see the flag from 
the road. 

“Tt was hung inside the window. 

“I felt it was not appropriate due to the current 
circumstances. Other people must have been 
annoyed by this. 

“Everyone passing the building would have been 
able to see that flag. It felt like a provocation. 

“T wouldn't mind if they wanted to display the flag 
in his room, but not publicly. 

“After what is happening now with the Russians 
bombing women and children in Ukraine, this 
didn’t feel right.” 

The hammer and sickle flag has not been officially 
used since the USSR was dissolved in 1991 and the 
flag of Russia consists of white, blue and red hori- 
zontal stripes.

Some people believe however, that Russia’s inva- 
sion of Ukraine is due to President Putin’s ambition 
to retake parts of the former USSR and there have 
been reports of Russian tanks and armoured 
vehicles in Ukraine flying the Soviet flag. 

A spokesperson for Edge Hill University said: “We 
can confirm that the Soviet flag that appears in the 
photos has been taken down. 

“In solidarity with Ukraine, our main building on 
campus has been lit up in blue and yellow. 

“We have also reached out to people in our Edge 
Hill community who we believe have been directly 
affected to offer our support. Our students and staff 
are keen to raise funds for Ukraine and we are look- 
ing at ways to support them with their efforts.” 
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Councillor backs call for better 
transport plan for Lancashire 


A DECISION by Lancashire County Council to 
push for a meeting with Government to make 
the case for a better deal for the county in the 
Government’s integrated rail plan has been 
welcomed by Skelmersdale county councillor 
Julie Gibson. 

Speaking in the debate at the recent Full 
Council, Cllr Gibson warned of the dangers of 
the county losing out to neighbours in Mersey- 
side and Manchester and called on the county 
to push for a meeting with ministers to put 
forward the case for Lancashire. 

Cllr Gibson said: “As well as the talk of join- 
ing up and integrating services, we must really 
push for a transport system that is affordable, 
especially as we are now facing some of the 
steepest hikes in rail fares. 

“On March 1, some ticket prices went up by 
as much as 3.8%. I spoke in the debate of my 


own experience of getting my first job back in 
the 1990s and having to commute from 
Skelmersdale to Preston via either Wigan or 
Ormskirk. 

“A similar journey today would still cost me 
in the region of £65 - £72 per week and that is 
without the proposed rise that will be coming 


Cllr Gibson said: “Families are already facing 
tax rises and surging bills, having to make dif- 
ficult choices between ‘heating’ or ‘eating’ and 
now they will have extra money to find for a 
daily commute. 

“Our transport system is outdated and 
expensive, it needs a complete overhaul for 
the 21st century and I call on the Government 
to work with us to tackle the issues inherent 
within it and to ensure Lancashire gets its ‘fair 
share.”

WEST Lancashire Borough Coun- 
cil has agreed to raise its council 
tax by 2.5% for 2022/23, which 
will enable it to “maintain its ser- 
vices” and “foster prosperity” in 
the coming year. 

The budget was formed with 
cross-party support secured for 
spending commitments for the next 
12 months. 

Councillor Adam Yates, cabinet 
member for resources, said: “I am proud of the way 
we have risen to the challenges presented to us over 
the last financial year and of the consistent support 
and services the council has been able to provide to 
residents and businesses across the borough despite 
very real difficulties. 

“I am particularly pleased to have secured cross- 
party support to set aside £260,000 for a council 
tax discretionary relief scheme to support the most 
vulnerable in society in the current cost of living crisis.

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We should all care about threat 
to democracy around 


How ironic it was that, two weeks before 
Russia invaded Ukraine, the Economist 
published its annual League Table of 
Democracies showing that only 6.4% of 
the world’s population enjoys the full 
freedoms and democratic rights which we 
Brits appear to take for granted. 

Furthermore, the UK is shown languish- 
ing toward the bottom of the table of ‘Full 
Democracies’, having been overhauled by 
nations such as Taiwan, a community 
whose democracy defence analysts agree 
will be snuffed out by Communist China 
within three years. 

The Economist’s report tracking demo- 
cracy’s decline did not appear to receive 
much publicity. Perhaps few cared. Well, 
after the Russian invasion of Ukraine, 
everyone should care now. 

Have we learnt nothing from history? 
Parallels with events in the late 1930s 
abound; an isolationist administration in 

Washington encourages a European 
megalomaniac who openly sneers at lib- 
eral democracy, claims he has no more 
territorial demands to make, is then 
shown by his violent invasion of a peace- 
ful neighbour to be a liar, prompting a gut 
reaction among many of us to wanting to

do a lot more than just penalise the 
aggressor with slow-burning sanctions. 

In 1939, diplomacy proved worthless 
and so we did the right, if entirely illo- 
gical, thing by declaring war on a 
belligerent nation far better equipped for 
combat than we were, thanks to inad- 
equate spending on defence by our 
appeasement era politicians. 

Back then we had an empire. Today, all 
we have is our membership of NATO 
which has been weakened by an inward- 
looking USA and by most of its member- 
ship who have consistently refused to 
meet their obligations to spend 2% of 
their GDP on defence, with an estimated 
total annual shortfall of 89 billion dollars, 
a figure which exceeds the UK’s entire 
annual defence spending. 

Moreover, thanks to decades of cost-cut- 
ting by UK politicians of all persuasions, 
our own defences are pitiful; we now 
have a tiny ‘boutique’ army, whose main 
battle tanks have been reduced in number 
from 1,200 in 1990 to 220 today, and 
which is certainly no longer capable of 
prosecuting a land war across vast areas 
of territory. 

Perhaps, whatever is claimed, our milit-

ary is out there. Perhaps we are deploying 
our own answer to Russia’s ‘little green 
men’, with our own special forces operat- 
ing under cover in Ukraine armed with 
weaponry that can deal with those mur- 
derous helicopter gun-ships. 

But it is all far too little, far too late and 
we may have to accept that our failure to 
keep our democracy and defences in con- 
stant repair has cost 43 million Europeans 
their freedom. 

To make amends, we all need to 
improve our democracies, bolster our 
defences and consider uprating NATO 
from a regional to a global institution, 
with a name change - Global Organisation 
of Liberal Democracies (GOLD). 

This would reflect its new status, and at 
the same time endow the transformed 
institution with a new narrative by pro- 
claiming “to safeguard the freedom, 
common heritage and civilisation of our 
peoples, founded on the principles of 
democracy, individual liberty and the rule 
of law.” 

Let’s hope there’s still time.

It’s surely time for a fair vot- 
ing system were seats match 
votes and very vote counts. 

This already happens in Scot- 
land, Wales and Northern 
Ireland so the UK parliament is 
lagging behind. 

Under First Past the Post 
people living in safe seats can 
vote for the losing party all 
their life and their vote never 
counts. 

They may as well not bother to 
vote - and many don’t. 

But voters in marginal seats 
are more important electorally, 


so politicians woo them dispro- 
portionately for their vote. 

And the lottery of tactical vot- 
ing, where people vote for their 
least worst option rather than 
with their heart for their first 
choice party, has no part in a 
fair voting system. 

Under our ‘winner takes all’ 
system the current government 
has total power and an 80 seat 
majority with only 44% of the 
vote. 

We need a voting system fit for 
a modern multi-party demo- 
cracy where everybody is 
represented, and power is fairly 
distributed.

Avocets return to WWT 
Martin Mere Wetland Centre 


One of our favourite birds of the summer have 
just arrived back at WWT Martin Mere Wetland 
Centre, the beautiful avocet. They are striking 
black and white with a long black up-curved 

bill that they sway from left to right through the 
water filtering food such as aquatic insects and 
small fish. 


The avocets have just started to arrive on the Mere 
they spend the winter on the east coast. This year 
our first avocets arrived on the 9th February and 
we now have 20. 


pairs nesting on the reserve and you will be able to 
see the chicks from the hides overlooking the mere. 


Their mating behaviour is very elegant — beginning 
with vigorous preening, before the female stops 
still and the male quickly moves from side to side 
behind the female, dipping his bill in the water. 
After copulation, they run forward together with 
bills crossed, the male with one wing over the 
female’s back. Finally, they run away from each 
other in a hunched posture. 


The name ‘avocet’ has its origins in the Italian 
word, ‘avosetta’. The word refers to long-legged 
birds of the shore with an upturned bill. 


The avocets like to breed on Woodend marsh and 
the islands on the mere so it’s more difficult for 

a fox to get to their nests as they are protected 

by a ring of water. They create a scrape and lay 
their eggs straight onto the gravel and the eggs 
are really well disguised. They normally have 

4 eggs but we always have one pair that has 5. 
Both parents incubate the eggs and look after the 
chicks. Over the summer we will have up to 51 


Within Martin Mere’s collection of birds, we also

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Safety messaging is too 
murky at the moment 


SMASHING NEWS - quite literally. The safety 
boffins have been chucking vans at concrete 
blocks, and it turns out that if you're going 
to have a shunt while doing deliveries for an 
online conglomerate, then Fiats Ducato is the 
best of the bunch. 

The Italians have impressed the experts at 
Euro NCAP enough for them to name it as 
the first ever load-lugger to pick up a Platinum 
safety rating, but after that the party poppers 
and bunting were promptly packed away as 
the gurus decided to give the rest of the class a 
bit of a telling-off instead. Pm not sure exactly 
how Euro NCAP issues its feedback to the 
manufacturers, but it might as well have had 
a stern “Must do better - see me after class” 
scrawled across it in red biro. 

Theres a strong possibility that youre not 
especially fussed about whether the Ducatos 
a safer buy, than say, Renault’s Master, largely 
because you drive a small hatchback and your 
only interaction with vans is when one from 
Ocado rocks up outside your house to deliver 
the shopping. However, it’s worth remembering 
that Britain's best-selling vehicle last year was a 
van rather than a car — take a bow, Ford Transit 
- and that a lot of Brits spend their nine-to-five 
behind the wheel of one. Brits who, the safety 
boffins reckon, could have a bit more done to 
keep them safe in an accident. 

The one that the experts gave a particular 
kicking was Nissan's Interstar, which of the 19 
vans tested was the only one that it gave its 
dreaded ‘Not Recommended’ rating, largely 
because it skips safety equipment that you get 
as standard on a Juke. To be fair to anyone 
tooling around in a Transit, they shouldn't 
worry too much because it’s merely the second- 
safest van on the market, with the Custom in 
fourth place. However, the overall assessment

from Euro NCAP was that theres been “slow 


but steady improvement” from a year ago, when 
it derided the amount of safety kit being fitted to 
vans as “poor”. 

There are all sorts of things the carmakers 
can do to make their commercial offerings do 
better in a crash, but I reckon the safety ratings 
themselves are part of the problem. Even people 
who aren't that bothered about cars know that a 
five-star rating is par for the course these days, 
which is a system that Euro NCAP’s been using 
for more than 25 years. The van ratings, on the 
other hand, trickle down from the Ducatos 
Platinum ranking through Gold, Silver, and 
Bronze. Not only does that make them sound 
like school swimming certificates, but it means 
that its almost impossible to see how much 
safer you are if you step out of a Sprinter and 
into a C-Class. The Peugeot Expert has a silver 
rating, for instance, having scored 44 per cent. 
Nope, I’ve no idea whether that’s any good 
either. 

Clearly, if were going to be demanding safer 
vans we need to know what one actually looks 
like - and the messaging’s a bit too murky at the 
moment.
